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FAST TIME AT HARLEM, 

Stem Winder, carrying 116 pounds and running to 
his best form, won the Youngster Stakes at Harlem 
yesterday in a mild drive from Colonnade, with 
Sidney C. Love an indifferent third. The five fur- 
longs were negotiated in 69% seconds, which is 
within two-fifths of a second of the track record. 
Of the ten scheduled to 3tart Vestry, Tom Cogan 
and Poor Bov were scmtched, but with Brookston 
carrying 111 pounds an added starter a field of 
eight faced the barrier. Sidney C. Love was made 
tbe favorite, being held at IS to 5 while as good as 
5 to 1 could be had against Stem Winder. Many of 
the sharp shooters fancied Watkins Overton at 5 
to 1. To a good start Stem Winder rushed to -the 
front and opened up a gap of two lengths on Colon- 
nade, on which Sidney C. Love was lapped. Little 
ohange occurred in the position of the first three 
antil after passing beyond the last eighth post, 
where Colonnade moved up fast on the leader. 
Although Knight rooe him vigorously he could not 
quite get up, Stem Winder winning by a head with 
Sidney C. Love four lengths back. The last named 
tired fast in the closing strides and would have lost 
third place to Estrada Palma in a few more strides. 
The latter ran far below expectations. Watkins 
Overton was badly cut off just after the start and 
was never a serious contender thereafter. The 
stake was worth $2,370 to the winner. 

Edward Corrigan has certainly a clever sprinter 
in Marta Santa, which won the second race easily 
from the fastest six furlongs horses now running in 
the west. Off well in his stride he at once shot to 
the front and, displaying sharp speed throughout, 
held an easy command, winning by one length from 
A. D. Gibson, which beat Duelist a head for second 
place. Federal and Icicle were lapped on Dnelist 
at the wire. A. D. Gibson stood a long stretch 
drive with gameness. Federal began slowly, but 
moved up fast after the first half had been rnn and 
finished with a great rush, passing horses fast in 
the closing strides. Icicle displayed much speed 
and was battling with all but the winner at the 
end. Nickey D. made up ground in the last quar- 
ter. Burnie Bnnton ran nowhere near to the form 
she displayed in her last race and was never a ser- 
ious contender at any part of the dash. Death ran 
far below expectations and was always beaten off. 

The day’s opener, a five furlongs da6h for two- 
year-olds, proved an easy thing for Flocarline, 
which moved np from third position when turning 
for home and, easily passing into the lead a furlong 
out, won in a canter by three lengths from Style, 
which beat Joe Buckley a head for second plaee. 
Style ran an impressive race, making up much 
ground while coming down the final quarter and 
outstaying Joe Buckley in the closing strides for 
second place. The latter tired fast when the pinch 
came. Goodman showed scant speed and can do 
much belter. King’s Lady was a serious contender 
for a half mile only. She ran as if short and the 
race should do her much good. 

S. C. Hildreth’s entry, Hermencia and Nitrate, 
ran one two in the fourth race, a handicap at one 
and an eighth miles for three-year-olds and upward. 
Nitrate led by a big margin until in the last hun- 
dred yards, where Hermencia moved up fast and 
passed the wire one length in front of him. Nitrate 
was going strongly at the end, but Hildreth 
evidently preferred to win with Hermencia, 
Strangest finished third four lengths back of 
Nitrate. He showed much improvement and bears 
watching from now on. Aladdin ran a dull race 
and ceased to be a serious factor after six furlongs 
had been run. 

Little Scout, showing a form reversal, took the 
fifth race in handy fashion by a length from 
Autumn Leaves, which finished a length before 
Hoodwink for second place. Little Scout began 
■lowly, but moved up fast after six furlongs had 
been run and finished strongly down the last quar- 
ter next to the inside rail. Autumn Leaves’ sud- 
den improvement was simply inexplicable. Meade 



rode an indifferent race on Hoodwink, the filly 
finishing fast on her own courage. Golden Glitter 
appeared to have a winning chance when a furlong 
out, but tired rapidly when the last sixteenth 
struggle came up. Marque was never in the hunt. 

Annie Thompson was certainly the best in the 
last race at the weights. From sixth position at 
the first quarter she gradually picked up those in 
front of her and getting into the lead in the last 
eighth, won handily by one length from Tbe Cax- 
ton, which finished with a rnsh, nipping Frank M. 
a head on the post for second place. About ran in 
improved form and bears watching from now on. 
Alee showed much speed for six furlongs and then 
quit badly. Eva Rice ran well for a half mile only 

A large and enthusiastic gathering was os hand 
and witnessed one of the best day’s sport in some 
time, many of the finishes being of a close order* 
The track was at its best.

LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 

Jockey Dominick was yesterday suspended from 
riding for an indefinite period by the judges. The 
ride he gave Burnie Bunton in the second race was 
not entirely to the liking of the officials and they 
had the jockey before them to explain why the 
mare showed but little of her speed in the race. 
After hearing what Dominick had to say they sum- 
moned J. F. Newman, the owner of the mare, and 
he stated that he had worked Burnie Bunton on 
Wednesday and she showed all her old time speed. 
In addition to the work of Wednesday the mare 
was sent a fast furlong through the stretch yester- 
day. After hearing this the judges isened the no- 
tice of Dominick’s suspension. 

Ed Corrigan wired yesterday to Secretary Parmer 
of the Highland Park track for ten stalls. This 
indicates that the ex-master of Hawthorne will 
shortly send a part of his large stable to race at 
Highland Park and Windsor. 

Jockey Helgesen was fined $25 by the starter in 
the last race for breaking through the barrier. 

W. E. Phillips, acting for F. Cook, bought from 
K. P. Shipp the two-year-old Marlm, by Victory— 
'Lizzie D., and a yearling colt by Knight of Ellerslie 
—Miss Fonso, for $2,500. 

S. Tucker, trainer for 8. S. Brown, has sold the 
two-year-old filly, Penance, to McCarthy <& Flynn. 

Albert Simons claimed Style, which finished 
second in the first race, paying $775 for him. W. H. 
Laudeman. who owned Style, retaliated by claim- 
ing Joe Buckley, which finished third, paying 
$1,175 for him. The latter was entered to be sold 
for $800, while the former was entered for $400. 

Jockey Neely, who rode Lennep in the second 
race, was suspended by the starter for the 
remainder of the present Harlem meeting for his 
failure to break away from the post when told to 
do so. 

J. F. Schorr has sold to A. Tempest for $400 the 
horse Cork. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

A cablegram from London, July 25, states that 
the entries for the Epsom Derby for 1903 include 
five horses of King Edward, three belonging to 
Lord Rosebery and seven belonging to Richard 
Croker. William C. Whitney and other American 
owners also have numerous entries. The Duke of 
Portland has ten entered. All the owners men- 
tioned have entries for The Oaks also. The Ameri- 
can entries for the Derby cumber thirty-six and 
for The Oake twenty-one. 

The Coney Island Jockey Club has announced a 
new event for the fall meeting, the Hempstead 
Cup, with $1,000 added, which includes $100 in 
plate. The race is a steeplechase for hunters four 
years old and upward, over the full course, about 
two and a half miles. The stake will close on 
August 15. 

At Lingfleld Park, England. July 12, in the Im- 
berhorne Handicap, seven furlongs, Lord Howard 
de Walden’s chestnut horse DeLacy, five years old, 
by Hanover— King Cup, by Kingcraft, 112 pounds, 
won id 1 :U%, the fastest on record in England.

STEEPLECHASE RIDERS. 

“The setting down of steeplechase jockey Mara 
by the Wiaener stable, and the refusal to allow 
him to accept ontside mounts last week, barely 
created a ripple of interest in racing circles, yet it 
meant a very great! deal to Mara. More .than any 
one might suppose,” says Morning Telegraph. 

“The lot of the steeplechase jockey is very mnch 
misunderstood anyway, and the general^pablic is 
sublimely ignorant as to the surroundings of i the 
cross country riders who practically take their lives 
in their hands every time they ride across the ridic- 
ulously ’crabbed’ fences dignified by the name of 
Liverpool, etc., by the National Hnnt and Steeple- 
chase Association. 

“A jockey on the flat is paid $10,000 a year to rids 
for a prominent stable, this not including $25 for 
all winning mounts, and $10 for all losing mounts, 
for the stable, and what he gets for ontside mounts. 
The steeplechase jockey gets $40 for winning 
monnts, and $20 for losing mounts — except at Ben- 
nings, where he received $30 and $15, bnt never 
again so little— and nnlesB he has some contract 
with a stable to retain him, he absolutely cannot 
live unless he is dishonest. That is a strong state- 
ment, but it is the truth, and the facts indorse it. 

“On the fiat, in 1901. at the metropolitan tracks, 
there was something over 800 races, averaging nine 
horses to a race, or 7,200 horses to be ridden. In 
the steeplechase and hurdle races at the same meet- 
ings there were fifty-nine races, with 404 horses 
engaged. There is the whole thing in a nutshell. 
The total salary of $40 for every horse that won only 
amounts to $2,360, divided among how many boys? 

“Take this year to the close of Brighton Beach 
meeting. There have been sixteen steeplechases 
and twelve hurdle races, and in these 226 horses 
have started, carrying forty-fonr jockeys trying to 
make a living. As twenty-eight horses naturally 
won, if any single boy had ridden them all, he 
would only have received $1,020, but unfortunately 
eight jockeys rode winners. What magnificent sal- 
aries for three months’ work ! 

"These winning boys rank as follows:

"On this basis, Barry has earned $600; Mara, $'>80; 
Veitch, $360; Ray, $320; Carson, $220; Finnegan, 
$200, and Fry. $100. Mr. Clarke’s earnings are not 
worth figuring, altbongh as a man with an income 
of hundreds of thousands, no doubt, they gave him 
great satisfaction. 

“What of the other tbirty-six riders? 

“Taking them in block, Heider rode seventeen 
unsuccessful mounts, earning $340; Green had 
eleven, earning $22C ; Donoghne had ten, earning 
$200; Monaghan had nine, earning $160; Parson 
and Dayton bad eight, earning $160 each; Hewitt 
earned $140; Houlihan, $120; Pines and Higgins, 
$100 each; Saffel, Pending, Bernard, Thomas and 
O’Neil, earned $80 each; Wilson and Stewart 
earned $60 each ; Callaghan and Murphy, $10 each, 
and O’Donnell, Johnston, G. Smith, Herting, Dehl- 
ing, Gallagher, Raymond and Brown earned $20 
each. This in three months around the metropoli- 
tan tracks. 

“Then it is wondered that occasionally a cross- 
country jockey is accused of fraud, and the general 
public decries them all as ’crooked’. That this is 
not so, will b« vouched for by any prominen t 



steeplechase or hnr Jle owner, althongh there are, 
of course, black sheep in the fold. 

“ Compare the steeplechase jockey’s chances with 
those of his brother on the flat, and the wonder is 
why on earth he remains in a calling where there 
is so little to be made. Well, it becomes ingrained. 
He takes to it early and the fascination never 
leaves him, althongh the ability to ride may do so. 
There is scarcely a cross-country jockey who is able 
to live on his earnings. He is, in a sense, depend- 
ent upon what his employer may do for him, and, 
as a rule, these said employers are very good to 
their boys. 

“Therefore when one conversant with these facts 
saw Mara set down by his stable, with orders to 
ride for no one ontside, it became rather a serious 
matter for Mara. Especially when his exceedingly 
good riding this year rendered him in demand by 
any one with a good horse who was looking for a 
jockey. Mara has had nothing to say in the matter 
beyond taking it before the stewards, which was an 
eminently wise thing to do, and the proper course 
to follow. 

“Aside from patting Mara straight and enabling 
him to continue earning his living, it has brought 
to light a rather curious state of things. The con- 
tract with his stable had never been filed with the 
stewards of the N. H. A S. Association, as it should 
have been for the matnal protection of both par- 
ties."
